Lord Whatley, though married to a charming 
woman, in the bofom of pleafures and honors, 
and furrounded with the pomp of dignity, was 
far from tailing any true happinefs.

1 am not info- 
lent—I only ipeak the truth—Immediately fome 
perion enquires for this fingular man, and draw

mations of vive la Republic, une, indivifible, 
xT invinciBLe! The garrifon CONSISTED OF 
10,000 MEN! It is thought this great event will 
accelerate a piece. 

That the rebels of Toulon, who confifted of 
about 3@00, had been totally fubdued. 

That the fon of Capet ‘(alias Dauphin of 
France, fon of Louis XVI.) died.on the 18th of 
ane, of a fwelling in the knee, and fever. He 

ad the moft fkilful and fedulous attendance. 
This was the only heir to the crown of France. 

That a’Spanifh Camp, near Elgolbar, has 
been taken by fterm, amid the precipitate flight 
of the Spaniards.
